for ideas, and, if the Clock Tower should 
bo removed, I think that at all ovents it is 
desirable the work should he postponed 
until wo ato in a better position to afford 
the outlay. 
1 Tecan midoratand the removal of the 
Clock Tower will be appreciated by the 
Jessco of thu premises immediately facing the 
structure on the other side of the Queen's 
Road, but { should havo been more sntisficd 
had thut guntioman, when he carried round 
this memorial for. signature, suggested a 
new sito for it; - Where are we to place the 
Tower so that it will not only be,an orna- 
iment but be of aorvice as the city indicator 
of time inthe most busy part of.the town ! 
It should be pliced where men most do 
congreynto, Tf it is placed anywhere inthe 
neighbourhood of Pedder's Wharf it will bo 
as great’ am obstruction as itis now ; and 
yet the clock must be kept within afow 
hundrod yirds of its present position, if it 
is to bo ol most service to the community. 
Considoring the small amount of wheeled

My Lorp,—I hava ‘to, thank your lord- 
ship. for, your obliging and sysnpathetic 
letter of the 2nd instant, which 1 should 
have acknuwledyed earlier, only that I-de- 
sired to cbtain further.confirmation of fucts 
which your Lordship, after commmnication 
with Mx Fort, appears disposed to donbt. 
Mr Fort dues not deny that he has preached 
sgainst such marriages as mine, nor does 
ho in this respect, 16 must be admitted, 
stand alone among the clergy of the district 
inwhieh I live. I regret not to be able, 
especially after what T have more recently 
heard, to reconcile his declarations of deep 
sorrow for me cither with the action which 
has been taken in the parish—calculated, 
as 1 think, to .sronso: bitter feeling—or. 
with the extremely heartless. recommenda. 
tion. which your Lordship in your letter 
has ignored, that T should live apart from 
my wife. When using ‘such expression as 
“spurned from the altar,”. and ‘* shunned 
as lepers,” I had in mind,. my Loni, cir- 
cumstances for which Mr Fort is. cloarly 
responsible, fur which you, addressing your- 


atlf only to the aceused, have nat beon able 
toclicit A full investigation of the matter 
would, I'think, satisfy your Lordship that 
my. language wus pot exagaerated. : 

But, my Lord, whether Mr Fort’s actions 
have been characterised by the utmost 
Christian gentleness, or the reverse, isa 
question of minor importance. In rofusing 
mothe Communion he has violated the law, 
and I learn ‘with astonishment ‘and pain 
that your Lordship’s intention is to support 
the vicar in his illegal act. By the law of 
1835, my..marriage became, with the con- 
aout of the entire bench of Bishops, nay, 
by the very provisions of which they were 
themselves the authors, a perfectly valid 
marriags.”

“DON'T; A MANUAL OF 
ETIQUETTE. 
(Australasian) © 


In the little manual lying bofore mo, the 
Author has’ endeavoured, “and E think suc- 
coasfully, to write a-bcok which will be of 
groat usefulness to those amongst us whose 
instincts and iutontions are good, but whose 
education in some respecte has been neg- 
lected, and who aro willing to benefit by 
and appreciate the hints tersely given in 
Dor't. It includes hints regarding. be- 
havivar-nt- the table, in dress, in perscnal 
habita, in public, in specch, in’ general, 
and, indeed, im almost any _ position 
that we'can bo placed in. . Many of the pro- 
hibitions are almost unnecessary, excepting 
that we suppose itvis. intended for -the 
guidance of somo utterly ignorant in social 
matters; bubas ' Consor,”-tho author, de- 
clares thy greatest solecisms often ceenr in 
persons of the highest social station, 1 must 
anly: sippose ‘that personal experienge has 
led--him’ to-his conclusions. Is it tao cen- 
sorious to object to the author's speaking of 
“attacking cofleeand ogg,” rather than cat- 
ing thom} We don't” attack food, and 
surely it does not require a book to be 
written to adviso gontlemen “not to deco- 
rate thuir shirb fronts with ogg or’ coffeo 
drippings, or their coat lappels with grease 
spots.” “It huppily is not a common ceeur- 
renee ‘to meet gentlemen “besring oeular 
evidenco upon their clothes of the food 
of-which thoy havo partaken. Under the 
head of personal habits hints and advice 
aro given of ‘such gond valuo that I wish 
révory masher and dade whom one daily 
ineets in Collins-street wou'd take adtant- 
age of them. -How sensible is the advicu of 
“Don’t wear anything pretty. What have 
men to do with pretly things? .. It is 
right enough man’s apparel should be be- 
coining, bntshould never ke ornamental, 
fanciful, odd, ve protty.” And they might 
+ also lay to heart tho advice of ** Don’t smilo 
oy grin at nothing. People who grin at 
nothing aro generally capable of nothing.” 
Tt is had to Jeirn from “Censor” that we 
“ninat net gape, hiccungh, or sneezo’ in 
company.” Ho docs not oxplain what must 
bo our resource when wo are. bored ‘and, 
fatigued, nor ask himself will not nature 
have some terrible revenge if we prevent 
hor from indulging in hiccouzhs or sneezes. 
Tn tho drawingroum we must not twiet 
our thumbs, nor’ shift-our fect, nor 
ature at the furniture. A  gontleman 
must not cross his legs, or ho Jong-winded. 
A-lady must not talk of her maladies or her 
servants, ropent scundal, or bo conceited. 
When at. cards, moistening the thumb and 
finger nt the lips to facilitate dealing tho 
enrds must he avoided, and in connexion 
with thia advice it is sad to loarn that ‘the 
aristocratic circles. of a European court 
were much horrified by this trick a fow 
years ago 23 practised by an American an- 
bassador.” En tho street.“ Don’t stare ab 
pevplo, don’t elbow ponple, don’t smoke, 
don’t stand before hotels and. stare 
at passers-by.” Tf “Censor” had 
ever lived in Methourne he. would have 
added to this last clause, “* Don’t :staud at 
the music shop doors or at ‘ Nicholson’s 
corner’ and stare at the passers-by.” And 


those who attend pitlic piccs of amuse. 


by leaving before the curtain drops, will 
fcel their ears tingle when they read that 
peuple who do this “hore the instincts of 
savages, not of “gontloren.” Tho dun’ts 
in speech embrave a very laryo area, and 
include tha most common mistakes of 
everyday life, those made from careleas- 
ness, such «as ‘clipping words ad 
dropping g's, and sv forth, having many 
paragraphs, Hasbands when speaking of 
their wives must say wife and Avoid “lady,” 
and the general pyblic dre warned against 
the uso of ‘‘ female” instead of ‘‘ woman ” 
on the ground that a mure is fysnale and u 
sow is female, 'and therefore the female of 
the human kind. are entitled to somo dis- 
tinctive term, Husbands and wives. who 
refer to cach other as “he” and." sho” are 
guilty of ** atiominable conduct,” a phrase 
which shows ‘‘ Censor” capable of ingenious 
perversity in usiug exaggerated terms 
after he has warned his rcaders to avoid 
large objectives ‘when simple ones will 
do equally well or even ._betttor, 
Slangy young Indios, algo, are told to con-

fore they usc it so frequently in their con- 
yersation. In the general remaks iss word 
of advice that unoccupied people may lay 
to honrt, and savo their friend from many 
uprotitable half hours. It is this. 
“Don't, if you heve half an hour to 
spara,.ga and spend it with aman who 


husn’t.” And thoso living in terraces, 
and surrounded by terraces, will appre- 
ciate the following:— Don’t play tho 
accordion, the violin, the piano, or any 
musical instrument to excess. Your 
neighbours have nerves, and need at.times 
a little reliof from inflictions of this kind. 
If you could mange net to play on instru- 
ments at all, unless you are an accom- 
plished ‘performer, so much tho better.”

CELEBRATING BY STEAM. 
. (From the New York; Times.) 


Tho first noteworthy appearance ‘of the 
steam whistle as.nn. exponent of patriotiain 
occurred at inidnight onthe hundredth an- 
niversary. of ‘onr Doclyration of Indepon- 
dence. At that hour mogt of tho whistles 
in tho city and harbour wore: blown, and 
the noise that orisued was: something quite 
unparall: led, ond extremely satisfactory to 
that numerous and curioua class of persons 
who rogard noise as tho proper expression 
of all holy emotions, On. Monday Inst, 
howover, the noisa of tho Centennial .night 
waa frightiully snrporsed by the combined 


whistling of the parading steam tugs. For 


several hours thoso demonincally patrictic 
tugs whistled with tho full force of their 
izon Jungs; and the rvault Was a noise such 
as-garth had nover before heard. and the 
infornal regions mizht in vain attempt to 
rival, co eh 

Tt-ia ovidont thatthe steam whistle las 
taken its place sa the niost powerful of all 
instruments for the mechanical oxpression 
of emotion, So far it has-been used only 
in joyous colubrations.” It supersedes the 
brass. band, the hurrahs of* enthusiastic 
crowds, the rear of cannon, the feeblu 
touling of tin horns, and the crackling of 
Chinese crackers. Boforé vory long it: will 
snpersodo processiona and fite-works, and 
the day is probably coming when tho steam 
whistlo will drive out the Fourth of qily 
orator und we shall celebrate our holidays 
solely with stoam whistles. 

Tho advantages of thisimproved method 
of celebration aro obvious. It is far chea- 
por to sound a thonsand steam whistles 
than it is to hire brass banda and buy fro: 
works. ‘Tho wast of time and the wear of, 
bouts involved in parading .processions ‘is 
avoided, and tho pain vf listening to 
eluquent orators is esenped. The Fourth 
of Jaly could be celebrated: by steam with- 
out, enriching thé leprous heathea-by bi 
ing their fire-crackers and without blowing 
off the arms of patriotic artillorymen or 
putting out the oyes. of the owners of toy 
pistols, . All that it would be necessary to 
do would be tu pay for two oy- three hours 
of steam whistling, after which the day 
would Yecomo a quict and chjeyable hole 
day. F 
Phere are other fickls which aro vipo for 
tho steam whisile. The Buddhists have 
Jong béen -ncenstimed to perferm. their 
devotions easify and economically with. the 
help of. praying wheels driven by water. 
Why should not those-sects which confound 
religion with’ noise worship with the help 
of the steam whistle? For example; a 
large ‘steam whistle might bo placod in Mr 
Talmago’s so-called church, .and the cost of 
the pastor's salary almost cntirely saved, 
Such a whistle could bo Wlown for, sny, 
two hours every Sanday, at a cost of not 
more than twenty-five conte np hours, Jt 


would make even moro noire than Mr |- 


Talmage can make, and its noise would 
compare very favourably with the average 
Talmagiau sermon. People who imagine 
that they like to hear Tulmage preach could 
gain quite as much good and much more 
real pleasure by listening to the blast of a 
vig whistle; and if thoy lived in the 
neighbourhood of-tho “church” they could 
enjoy tha whistle without leaving their 
own houses. 

Political meetings could also bo addressed 
by steam whistlea with great benefit to the 
public, ‘The steam whistle tells no. lies, 
alanters ‘no public men, and cracks no 
anciént jokes. What sensible man is thero 
who would not rather. listen to tho, steam 
whistles than hear one Tammany orator? 
Toa Inrge extent tho, steam, whistle could 
bo introduced into.the debates of Congress, 
und the eloquent Cougressmea who. now 
print in the Iecord the speeches which they 
“mercifully sparo their fellow-mombora would 
bo more. honest and quite as uyeful were 
they to hire'n steam whistle and blow it in 
the House for an hour whonever they felt 
that their duty to their constituents required 
them to do suinething. 

There isa grent future awaiting tho steam 
whistle; and we may be indeed proud that 
Americans have beun the first to discover 
how to celebrate anniversaries by stéam. -

An the remarks in tho Hongkong papers, 
on the advantages and disadvantages of the 
Native and Vorcizn Customs Calleatorates, 
and tho idjury dono to the provinces owing 
to the.
